GOALS

Improved water quality by reducing stormwater runoff

— Meet requirements of the City’s EPA Stormwater Permit

— requires efforts to improve water quality in the Alewife Brook and
Charles River. This area drains to the Alewife Brook. Reducing
impervious surfaces and improving infiltration of stormwater helps
us meet those requirements.

— Reduce urban heatisland impacts by absorbing heat and creating shade
